offending Matter gradually thrown off by the Pores 
of the Skin. Bleeding and Purging, in Proportion 
to the Pain and Stubbornneſs of the Diſorder, 
ſhould precede the Application of it. It may be 
of Service likewiſe in Paralytic Cales ; and by its 
ſtimulating Faculty forward the Circulation of the 
Nervous Fluid, and reſtore the Veſſels to their

Fevers, 
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Fevers, from too lax a State af the Fibres of 
the Stomach, are often attended with Nauſeas, 
and frequent Reachings to vomit. In that Caſe 
this is a good Medicine; inaſmuch as three Spoon- 
fuls of it taken between whiles, particularly after 
every Return of that Symptom, ſeldom fail in a 
few Hours to give Relief. And, in regard of A- 
gues and Intermittents, it is obſervable that the 
Bark has frequently ſucceeded after the Uſe of 
this Decoction, which before was taken to no man- 
ner of Purpoſe. 


Dcocruu PERUVIANUM. 
A Dcocrioꝝ of the BARK. 


Take two Ounces of the Bark in Powder, and 
Halt an Ounce of Nitre. Boil Theſe in three 
Pints of Spring-water : when Halt is boiled a- 
way, Strain the Remainder for Uſe. 


The Virtues of the Barx, that noble Product 
of PERU, are too well known at this day, to ſtand 
in need of any Explanation, or Recommendation: 
which, beſides its Efficacy in Fevers, is extended 
now to Wounds and Mortifications. On which 
ſcore Dr. MEap preſcribes a Dram of it every 
ſix Hours (with Alum and Oll of Vitriol between 
whiles) in that terrible Species of the Small-Pox, 
juſtly ſtiled the bloody Kind; where the Skin is 
over-run with Black Spots that are real Gan- 
grenes, and a Diſcharge of Blood iſſues by all the 
Outlets of the Body. He injoins it again, or the 
Extract of it, (which is generally more commo- 


dious) in the Small-Pox, whenever a ſingle or 


double Tertian accompanies the Fever attendant 
on that Diſtemper ; to be given at due Intervals, 
till there be no farther Returns of the Fits, Nor 
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[ 20 ] 
are there, as, He ſugeſts, in reality, the leaſt 
Grounds, on this Occaſion, for fearing any Ob. 


ſtruction that can ariſe from this Drug, to the 
Maturation of the Puſtules : but, on the contrary, 


at this additional Fermentation of the Blood, 


and the Perturbation of the Humors may eaſily 
put a Stop to Suppuration ; by ſuppreſſing of 
"Theſe, all Things go on happily and uninterrupt- 
edly. Though in the firſt place, as the Doctor 
obſerves, the Belly ought to be looſened by a Cly- 
ſter. This Form ot taking it is contrived for 
Thoſe, whoſe Stomach, perhaps, would be apt to 
recoil on ſwallowing it in Subſtance. The Doſe 
is five or ſix Spoonfuls every three or four Hours. 
If an Ague, or Intermittent Fever, be the Caſe, it 
will be of great Uſe, before the Exhibition of it, 
to unload the Stomach and Firſt Paſſages, by a 
gentle Vomit of about five and twenty Grains of 
IrpECACOoANHA. Should it go off by Stool, and 
ſo, in regard of the Intentions it is here given to 
anſwer, prove unſucceſsful, ten Drops of Liquid 
Laudanum, in any proper Drink, will prevent, al- 
moſt with an abſolute Certainty, that no very un-

Take three Drams of Virginia Snake-Root

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the Body clammy, and the Patient at the ſame 
time very reſtleſs; as it invigorates the Blood, 
opens the obſtructed Nerves, procures Sleep, and 
is a moſt powerful Alexipharmic. In the Small- 
pox likewiſe, (agreeably to what Dr. Me Ap ſug- 
geſts on that Head) where the Puſtules, that ought 
now to ripen, make no Advances, from Nature's 
being ſluggiſh and unable to perform her Part, to- 
wards Suppuration ; this Decoction, by rendering 
the Blood more rapid in its Motion, and by thin- 
ning the Humours, will greatly help to promote 
it. The Doſe is two or three Spoonfuls every four 
Hours: Bliſtering m a Degree, proportioned to 
the Extremity of the Cafe, ought to accompany 
the Uſe of it. | 


ELECTARIUM ADSTRINGENS. 
An ASTRINGENT ELECTARY. 


Take two Ounces of Powder of Bole with Opium, 
and two Ounces of toaſted Nutmegs ; and, with

This is recommended in violent Looſeneſſes. 
Half a Dram, or two Scruples of it, at a Doſe, 
along with the Chalk-Julep, generally ahates thoſe 
immoderate Evacuations of the Lower Belly; and, 
repeated between whiles for a Day or two, will 
give an effectual Check to the Diſorder. Bleeding,

In this deplorable Situation, Medicines of a warm, 
invigorating, Nature, together with Bliſtering 
largely, will ſometimes produce ſurprizing Effects. 
On which account, in Circumſtances of this Kind, 


Half a Dram of this Electary, with three or four 


Spoonfuls of the Diaphoretic Julep, every four or 


| fix Hours, may very rationally be adminiſtred. 


ELECTARIUM BALSAMICUM. 
A BALSAMIC ELECTARY. 


Take three Ounces of the Conſerve of Red Roſes; 


two Ounces of Locatelli's Balſam; and, with a 


ſufficient Quantity of Syrup of Orange-Peels, 
make an Electary. 


Half a Dram of this EleQtary is recommended 


to be repeated on the Urgency of ſuch Coughs, as 
give Suſpicion of Tubercles, and Ulcerations in 
the Lungs; the Compoſition being looked upon 


as a good internal Vulnerary, and very aptly 


formed for correſponding with ſuch Purpoſes.

Half of Depurated Nitre; and, with a ſufficient 
Quantity of the Simple Syrup, make an Elec-- 
tary. 


A violent Inflammation and Tenſion in the Uri- 
nary Parts and Paſſages being ever attendant on > 
Virulent Gonorrhæa, nothing can be better adapt- 
ed to the Urgency of ſuch Symptoms, than a Me- 
dicine of the Nature of this Electary; which, by 
ts. cooling, diuretic, and laxative Properties, is 
every way qualified for anſwering the Practi- 
tioner's Intentions of affording Relief. The 
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Blending Purgatives with Medicaments, that paſs 
by Urine, in this Caſe cannot well miſs of Suc- 
ceſs ; as Coſtiveneſs of the Body is apt to produce 
an Uneaſineſs, and, conſequently, Heat in the In- 
teſtines, which is naturally enough communicated 
to the Urinary Parts, with which they have fo 
cloſe a Connexion. It muſt alſo be here obſerved, 
that a proper Regimen in reſpe& of Diet will not 
a little contribute to a Cure. Every thing ſalt, 
high-ſeaſoned, and heating mult be reſolutely a- 
voided ; and, inſtead of ſtrong and ſpirituous Li- 
quors, the Patient muſt content himſelf with Li- 
gms of the cooling Kind, ſuch as ſmall Tea, 
mulſions, or Barley-Water. The Doſe of the 
above EleCtary is a Dram and a Half Night and 
Morning. Should this Quantity give more than 
four Stools, the Doſe muſt be leſſened ; if not ſo 
many, increaſed, | 
N. B. When there is a Cordee in the Caſe, and 
a troubleſome Senſation in the Urinary Canal, 
with an almoſt continual Provocation to make 
water, (which is often tinged with Blood) it will 
be altogether neceſſary, beſides the Uſe of this 
Remedy, to recur to Bleeding, for the Removal 
of thoſe Irritations, and to the Affiſtance of Lau- 
danum : twenty Drops of which are to be taken 
at bed-time in ſome proper Liquid, and to be te- 
as Circumſtances may require. Mercurial 
Ointment alſo ſhould be rubbed in at the ſame 
time the whole Length of the Urethra; and, from 
the Beginning to the Fnd of the Diſeaſe, the Part 
affected waſhed with Milk and Water, warm.

Take a Pound of Lenitive EleQary ; Half a Pound 
of Balſam Copaiva; Four Ounces of Rhubarb 
in Powder; Four Ounces of Gum Guaiacum ; 

and a like Quantity of Depurated Nitre ; and, 
with Syrup of Orange-Peels, make an Electary. 


At this Stage of the Diſtemper, all Heat and 
Inflammation of the Parts being intirely over, the 
Balſam and Gum are very judicioufly ordered. 
Otherwiſe, a long Courſe of Diuretics might 
cauſe too great a Relaxation of the Veſſels, and 
bring on a troubleſome Gleet : which theſe Ingre- 
dients, by the thickening Quality of the one, and 
ſpecific Efficacy, in theſe Kinds of Caſes, of the 
other, are admirably well contrived to prevent. 
To be taken as the Former twice a day. "Tink: 

'N. B. If the Running ſhould, notwithſtanding, 
continue, the Uſe of Balſam of Copaiva, from ſe- 
venty to an hundred Drops, Morning and 'Even- 
mg, together with a Cold Bath, ſeldom fails of 
procuring the deſired i'ffe&t; and will at the ſame 
time keep the Body ſufficiently open. But, as this 
Balſam in ſo large a Quantity is wont ſometimes 
to ſit untowardly on the Stomach, it will be ad- 
viſeable to take about thirty Drops of the Elixir 
of Vitriol, in a Glaſs of fair Water, twice a day 
which Expedient, though an eaſy one, will, ne- 
vertheleſs, abſolutely remove that Inconveniency. 

From a long Continuance of the Running, and 
often from a prepoſterous Uſe of Aſtringent In- 
jections, proceeds a STRICTURE, vulgarly and 

| C 4 impro- 
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improperly called a Carnoſity; it being, in reality, 
a Contraction, Shrivelling up, and Thickening of 
the Membrane that immediately lines the Urethra: 
a Sympton frequently accompanied with a Gleet, 
and ſometimes with an Irritation to make wa- 
ter; the Urine, which comes away in a 
double Stream in the Beginning, terminating in a 
Dripping. This Incident is one of the moſt trou- 
bleſom and moſt dangerous of the whole Venereal 
Tribe; inſamuch as it is apt to caufe a total Sup- 
preſſion of Urine, the Conſequence of which is fre- 
quently a Collection of Matter in the Perinæum, 
that generally leaves a Fiſtula bebind it. On which 
account no Accident of this Claſs merits our Con- 
ſideration and Regard more, nor admits of an eafier 
or More certain Cure, if early attended to. But 

ſhould it be of any long Duration it turns out.obſti- 
nate, and is not remedied without much Pains and 
Patience. The Removal of it conſiſts in paſling a 
imall Candle every, or every other, day, rubbed 
with On, gently and without Force up the Urethra, 
till it reaches beyond the Place affected; which 
muſt be ſuffered to remain in the Paſſage Half an 
Hour for the firſt two or three Times : after which 
it will be proper to let it remain in the Urethra three 
or four Hours, provided it does not- cauſe Pain. 
Should it bring on an Inflammation, Bleeding will 
be requiſite, and ſome gentle Phyſick. 

When Difficulties attend the Paſſing of this 
Candle, it will be proper to anoint the Part the 
whole Length of the Urethra with Mercurial Oint- 
ment, and to recur to Bleeding, mild Purging and 
the warm Bath, to relax the Fibres previouſly to 
the Uſe of it. And though we ſhould be foiled in 
the firſt Attempts, yet, by perſiſting, Time will get 
the better of it. The Candle is to be repeated 
once a Week for ſome Months after the Complaint 
is removed, and is prepared in the ſollowing eaſy 
Manner: viz. Take 
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3 Take four Ounces of Yellow Wax, three Drams 
ok Roſin; and Halt an Ouuce of FaQitious Cinna- 
bar. Melt thoſe together, then dip in the Cloth, 
and roll it to the Size you would have it. 


The Method is, to begin witha ſmall Candle, and 
to enlarge it gradually, till the Cure is accompliſh- 
ed: which conſiſting intisely in ſtretching the Ure- 
thra, and widening the Paſlage, all Medicated Can- 
dles, it is evident, are Impoſitions on the Public, and 
muſt be of the worſt Conſequence to the Patient. 
A ſudden Stopping of the Running, either through 
Cold or any other Accident, frequently produces 
a Swelled Teſticle; which is ever attended with great 
Pain in the Back as well as in the Part itſelf. When 
this happens, it will be abſolutely neceſſary to 
take away immediately a large Quantity of Blood, 
ard to apply a Poultice of Bread and Milk with ſome 
Mercurial Ointment in it, juſt ſufficient to xeep the 
Poultice moiſt, the Teſticle in the mean while being 
ſuſpended in a Bag-Truſs. In cafe of Coſtiveneſs, 
it will be expedient to injec a Clyſter previouſly- 
to the Exhibition of an Ipecacoanha Vomit. Should 
the Symptons ſtill ſubſiſt, notwithſtanding this Cir- 
cumſpection and Management, Bleeding and the 
Vomit muſt be repeated, this Practice ſeldom failing 
to bring on the Running again; which ſhould be 
ſuffered to continue tor ſome Time; ere any At- 
tempt be made to check it. It may be uſtful likewiſe 
cvery other Night to give three or four Grains of 
Calomel in ſome Conſerve of Roſes: And, if the 
Pain be not removed, it will be requiſite every 
Evening to recur to an Opiate, and to take care to 

keep the Body open. | 
A Bubo, or Swelling in the Groin, is a very com- 
mom Symptom in this Diſtemper; which begins 
with a Hardneſs in thoſe Glands, and as that Hard- 
neſs increaſes, grows extremely painful, While 
Matters are in this State, it will (without waiting 
tor 
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for Suppuration) be proper to apply a Cauſtic, and 
make a large Opening ; and, when the Slough is 
ſeparated, to deſtroy the Glands by Precipitate and 
Lunar Cauſtic : or, ſhould theſe Applications hap- 
pen to fall ſhort of anſwering that Intention, to 
cut them intirely out. The Sore in this Cafe 
generally heais kindly ; eſpecially, if ſome Mer- 
curial Ointment be rubbed upon the Legs, and 
the Unction, repeated between whiles, till the 
Cure be perfected, or ſome ſmall Doſes of Calomel 
be given over night. It will be adviſeable likewiſe 
to keep the Body open, during the whole Conti- 
nuance of this Affair, by proportioned Doſes from 
time to time of the Purging Electary.

All Sulphureous Medicines 
are confeſſedly great Sweetners of the Blood, by 
ſheathing the acrimonious Particles, which cauſe 
it to run into preternatural Coheſions, and to be- 
come grumous; and have been particularly devo- 
ted to the Piles in all Ages. When there is any 
Degree of an Inflammation, it will be neceſſary to 
bleed; and, in Caſe the Malady is external, to 
have recourſe to the Bread and Milk Poultice, Oint- 
ment of Elder-Flowers with an Opiate mixed in it, 
in the Proportion of two Scruples of Opium to an 


Ounce 
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Ounce of the Ointment, and to ſet over a Pan» 
and receive the Steams of hot Water, by way of 
Fomentation. 


N. B. When the External Piles riſe in Tu— 
mours with livid Spots in the Middle, we ſhould 
make uſe of the Launcet, and let out the coagu- 
lated Blood ; which never returns into the Maſs, 
but 1s. frequently the Parent of much Miſchief, 
which this Method muſt neceſſarily prevent. 


ELECTARIUM HYDROPICUM. 
An ELtcTARY in a DRoPsyY. 


Take an Ounce and a Half of Gamboge in Pow- 
der ; an Ounce of Cream of Tartar in Powder ; 
Half an Ounce of powdered Ginger; and, with 
a ſufficient Quantity of the White Syrup, make 
an EleCtary. 


Gamboge aQs moſt powerfully on the Hu- 
mours, and is therefore preſcribed in Dropſies, and 
all watery Corpulency tending to that unwieldy 
Diſorder. But, as it works violently both by Vo- 
mit and Stool, at the ſame time it is draining the 
Body of thoſe Redundancies, the utmoſt Caution 
is neceſſary in the Exhibition of it. Its Rough- 
neſs is intolerable ; and, though corrected with all 
imaginary Care and Art, it is fit only for Perſons 
of a ſtrong Conſtitution. What Phyſical Manage- 
ment can effe& in this Regard, 1s here done, by 
Means of the Cream of 'Tartar and Ginger ; there 
being Nothing in the whole Province of Medicine 
ſo efficacious in guarding againſt its ſtimulating 
Faculties, and the Tumults it might raiſe, either 
in the Stomach, or Inteſtines, as theſe two Drugs. 
The Doſe, in the Form here given, is Half a 
Dram to be taken in the Morning. |

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ELECT ARIUM JALAPIT. 
A JaLay ELECTARY. 


Take two Ounces of Powder of Jalap; threes 
Drams of powdered Ginger; and, with. Syrup 
of Orange-Peels, make an Electary. 


The Jalap-Root is one of the beſt Purges we 
have. It works efficacioufly, and at the ſame time 
mildly enough. * Tis an admirable Medicine in 
Dropſical and over-loaded Habits, It powerfully 
attenuates viſcous Juices, and evacuates them 
ſometimes ſurprizingly by Stool; nor can any 
Thing be legally objected to it, but its Cheapneſs. 
The Form it 1s preſcribed in here deſerves 3 
tion; the Ginger being like to obviate any Flatu- 
lencies it might poſſibly, without ſuch a Reſource, 
create in Bowels of a very ſenſible Pexture. The 
Doſe of this Electary is from Half a Dram to two. 
Scruples, to be taken early in the Morning. 


ELEZCTARIUM ICTERICUM. 
An ELECTARY in a FAUNDICE. 


Take three Ounces of Caſtile Soap; Half an 
Ounce of Rhubarb in Powder ; Halt an Ounce 
of the Species of Hiera Picra; and, with a ſuf- 


ficient Quantity of . Syrup of Orange-Peels, 
- make an LEleCtary, 


Soap has long been held in great Eſteem for its 
warm, attenuating, and deterging Qualities, Thoſe 
Kinds of it, which are chiefly appropriated to Me- 
dicinal Purpoſes, and given inwardly, eome from 
Venice and Caſtile. From its Property of rarify- 
ing the moſt obſtinate Viſcidities, it is preſcribed 

in 
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in all Obſtructions of the Viſcera, and Infractions 
of the Veſſels, and is ranked amongſt the firſt 
Tribe of Diuretics. But it is principally celebrated 
for its Virtues in ſcouring the Liver in a Jaundice, 
and promoting the Secretion of the Pile: for want 
of which Expedient, this Fluid remains, unſtrain- 
ed, in the Maſs of Blood, and tinges the Skin in 
the Manner, as 1s u to the Eyes of every 
One. To render the above Electary ſtill more 
powerfully de-obſtruent, Half an Ounce of Filings 
of Steel may occaſionally be added to it. The 
Doſe is from Half a Dram to a Dram, twice a day. 


ELECTARIUM PERUVIANUM. 


An ELECTARY of the Bark. 


Take three Ounces of the Bark in Powder ; and, 


with a ſufficient Quantity of Syrup of Orange- 
Peels, work it into an Electary, 


This is a good Method of giving the BARk, in 
caſe the Stomach can bear the Taking it in Sub- 
ſtance. It is not only ſerviceable in Intermittent 
Fevers; but likewiſe ſpecifically efficacious in all 
Periodical Diforders whatever. To make it the 
more beneficial, an Ounce of Virginia Snake- Root 
may be on Occaſions added to this Quantity of 
EleQtary ; a Dram, or a Dram and a Halt, of 
which may be adminiſtered every two or three 
Hours, 1 in the Intervals of the Fits. But then Eva- 
cuations ought always to precede the Uſe oft. *

It is an excellent Cor- 
dial, and Cephalic; being enriched with many In— 
gredients for anſwering all Purpoſes of that Na— 
ture. Nor does it merit a leſs Encomium in re— 
gard of its quieting Powers; as Nothing of this 
Claſs of Medicine can be given either with grea- 
ter Safety, or Efficacy; the dangerous Effects of 
the Opium being admirably well guarded againſt 
by the Pungency of ſome particular Drugs, that 
enter this Compoſition.

In the Dis ENS ArokRx of the Royal 
CoLLEGE, Yellow Roſin 1s ordered inſtead of the 
Burgundy Pitch. But this latter Ingredient ſeems

Mix, and make 
a Plaſter according to Art. 


The FLt1es, that conſtitute this External Appli- 
cation, are the Product of Spain. Their compo- 
nent Particles are fo ſharp,” poignant, and cauſtic, 
that, in a few Hours Space, they cauſe the Scarf- 
Skin to riſe on the Part to which they are applied 
in notable Bladders. BacLrvi, an eminent Ro- 
MAN Phyſician, wrote an expreſs Treatiſe on their 
Uſe and Abuſe in Medical Purpoſes : Wherein he' 
has laid down Rules very well worth our Atfention. 
The moſt excellent Remedy in the World may be 
proſtituted to prepoſterous Practice; which, 'tis 
too plain, is often the Caſe in Regard of Bliſters. 
To order them indifferently in Fevers, and with-- 
out Diſtin tion, in any Stage of the Diſtemper, 
does not diſplay the ſtrengeſt Indication of Phyſical 
Ability. Dr. Mg ap cautions againſ> preſcribing; 
them too early in the Small-Pox; tho? He lays 
great Streſs upon their Effects on ſeveral Emer- 
gencies in the Courſe of that Diſtemper. For Ex- 
ample, in the Cryſtalline Species, He tells us, that, 
beſides Diuretics and Cordials, on the fifth or ſixth 
Day from the firſt Appearance of the Diſorder, it 
is requiſite to apply Bliſters both between the 
Shoulders and to the inner Ankles: As, by thus 
drawing off that Serous Liquid, the Fever, which 
is apt to rage the more when there is no farther 
Drain and Derivation of Humours to the Skin, is: 
timely obviated. Again, in the Watry Small-pox,. 
where it behoves one to be very attentive to the 
| Fever, (inaſmuch as the extremely viſcid Matter 
of the Diſeaſe can neither be brought to ſuppu- 
rate, nor be carried off by Diuretics) along with 
Cordials in order to raiſe a Sweat, and digeſt the 
Humours, He enjoins an Application of Bliftering 
Epithem to the Skin. And he aſſures us moreover,

that he has ſeen ſome eſcape the Jaws of Death 
by Means of Bliſters, who voided a great deal of 
Bloody Urine on the Eruption of the Malady. 
Therefore, before one reſolves on an Expedient 
of this Nature, it would be convenient to conſider, 
whether the Fever be of the Inflammatory, or the 
Nervous, Kind. If of the Former, inſtead of Bli- 
ſtering, the Launcet ought to be indulged, and a 
lenient, cooling, diluting Method ſet on foot; 
which may reſtrain the Heat and Ebullition of the 
Maſs of Blood, and by degrees reſtore it to a due 
_ Tempetature. To the obtaining which End E- 
mollient Clyſters, judiciouſly directed, will not a 
little contribute. On the other hand, in Fevers 
of the Nervous Claſs, where the Symptoms are 
quite reverſed, (the Pulſe being low and languid, 
the Spirits almoſt exhauſted, the Eyes, far trom 
exhibiting any Signs of Inflammation, grown quite 
dim) we ought by all Means to recur to a liberal 
Uſe of Bliſters. Should they cauſe a Strangury, 
as they ſometimes will, the Drinking of an Emul- 
Fon between whiles, with Gum Arabic in it, wilt 
ſerve to remove that Complaint. T

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without them. This Mixture ſeems peculiarly 
calculated for ſreeing the Lungs from that Op- 
preſſion, which is eſſentially conſequent to an In- 
flammation of them. And, indeed, there cannot 
be deviſed a better. The Part the Spirit of Hartſ- 
horn bears in it will, by thinning the Fluids, great- 
ly facilitate that Diſcharge. TWO Spoonfuls are 
to be taken of it every now and then. It will be 
proper alſo in any Cough, and Stuffing of the 
Glands, from the Catching any ſudden Cold. 


EntEMma COMMUNE. 
A ComMoN CLYSTER. 


Take three Quarters of a Pint of Water; an 
Ounce of Lenitive EleQary ; three Drams of.

This Drug works not 
only by Vomit and Stool, but is poſſeſſed alſo of 
peculiarly aſtringent Properties; and the Exhibi- 
tion of it in ſmall Quantities, ſo as not to put it on 
exerting its Force in the Stomach, renders it a 
moſt powerful Alterative, and ſingularly efficacious 
in a Bloody-Flux. For which Reaſon, Modern 
Practice orders two or three Grains of it in a Bole 
of Diaſcordium, or the like, to be taken ſucceſi- 
ſively every eight or ten Hours, along with ſome 
proper Julep, in that preſſing Diſorder.

This Com- 
poſition, therefore, conſiſting of an Union of two 
Bodies of very oppoſite Textures, readily unites 
with the Fluids of any Kind : Wherein by the Sub- 
tilty of its Parts, and the Roughneſs of its Salts, 
ſomewhat ſoftened with Oil, it penetrates and de- 
terges the moſt minute Paſſages. And becauſe 
ſuch Alkalous Salts abound with fiery Particles in 
their Compoſition, it divides and rarifies the moſt 
obſtinate and grumous Viſcidities: On which 
ſcore, it is devoted (as was before hinted) to Ob- 
ſtruded Caſes, particularly, to the Jaundice. 
= Now, from being gifted with ſuch ſtrong, pene- 
trating, and deterſive Powers, beſides ridding the 
Bowels of their exceſſively concreted Contents, it 
may, perhaps, partly by its Stimulus on thoſe very 
ſenſible Fibres, partly from its fineſt Particles be- 
ing abſorbed by the Inteſtinal Veſſels, not a little 
contribute towards compaſſing the intended Pur- 
poſes. In Dry Gripes alſo, where the Fæces are 
inveterately retained, This, after ſufficient Bleed- 
ing, and Inefficacy of Medicines taken in at the 
Mouth, may, perchance, determine them to an 
immediate Deſcent, and prevent an increaſed In- 
flammation, which generally ends in Death. It

Take ten Ounces of the Decoction of Camomile 
Flowers; Half an Ounce of Turpentine dif- 
folved in the Yolk of an Egg; and Half an 
Ounce of Honey.

Turpentine, abounding with warm, aromatic 
and ſubtile Particles, might, perhaps, deterge 
too much, and even abrade the Fibrous Texture, 
were it not. mixed with the Yolk of an Egg, in 
order to take off from the Violence of its Proper- 
ties, and check its Activity. A Second Motive. 
for thus mixing it, is to divide it, ſo as to make it 
eaſily unite with. an Aqueous Vehicle, which of. 
üſelf it will not do. Thus managed, it is ſecord. 
to no Medicine in the World, as an Ingredient in 
a Clyſter, where the Patient labours under an ob- 
ſtinate and inveterate Obſtiuction in the Kidneys, 
or Urinary Paſlages, from Gravel and. Sabu- 
Jous Matter, frequently enough incident to thoſe. 
Parts. The above Preſcription, under ſuch Cir- 
cumſtances, often procures inſtantaneous Eaſe, 
The DecoQion of Camomile Flowers is ſuppling. 
and relaxing the diſtended Veſſels, while the Te- 
rebinthinate Powers are ſolliciting them to diſ- 
charge their coſtive Contents. The Honey is not 
prepoſterouſly added, in order to forward either 
Intention. It may not be improper, percbance, 
to give a Caution, on this Occaſion, againſt re- 
curring to forcible Diuretics in theſe Exigencies; 
as It is confirmed by frequent Experience, 1hat 
ſuch a hardy Practice, when deſtitute of Succeſs, 
ever brings on an additional Pain, and ſubjeQs:

As all Drugs, 
or Preparations, of an Opiate Nature, thicken the 
Humours, render the Breath ſhorter, and obſtruct 
the Eruption of the Puſtules, while the Meaſles are 
advancing to their Height, they are to be given, as 
Dr. Mz a D obſerves, very ſparingly; though, on the 
Declenſion of the lilneſs, their Exhibition is alto- 
gether proper and judicious. For when, from an 


acrimonious Phlegm infeſting the Lungs, a Cough

F ALL the Remedies recurred to in reliev- 
ing the Diſeaſed Part of Mankind, there are 
none of ſuch general Service and Advantage, as 
That of BLEEDING; as there is no one, on ihe 
bother 
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other hand, attended with. more pernicious Con- 
| ſequences, when indirectly and injudiciouſly or- 

dered. A number of Illneſſes are abſolutely ow- 
ing to too great a Quantity of Blood; in which 
Caſes there is ever of courſe an indiſpenſable Ne- 
. cefſity for proportionably draining this: Fluid. 
Though in thę preceding Work, and in this Ap- 
pendix to it, there is pointed out a Variety of Oc- 
caſions, where Venæſection is indicated previouſly 
to, or along with, this or that particular Medi- 
cine; yet, perhaps, it may be no difagreeable 
Taſk I perform, in the Opinion of the Genera- 
lity of my Readers, in thus collecting thoſe ſcat- 
tered Directions. In all Inflammatory Diſtempers 
it is next kin to a Sacrilege to omit it; as it is, on 
the contrary, Expoſing the Patient to the utmoſt 
Hazard, to injoin it, in a low, languid, depreſſed 
State, where the Spirits before were too much ex- 
hauſted, and Nature, conſequently, unable to 
ſupport the leaſt Evacuation. Hence, it ought to 
be conſtantly directed, (and repeated according 
to the Exigency of the Violence and Duration ot 
the Malady) in Pleuritic and Peripneumonic Diſ- 
orders, during the firſt few Days of thoſe painful 
Attacks: but it is in vain to expect any Reſource 
from thence, when once Suppuration is begun, 
and the. Morbid Matter is only to be thrown off 
by ExpeQoration, which Bleeding muſt neceſlari- 
ly retard. | „ 
Again, in ApopleQic Diſorders, a Dyſentery, 
or Bloody-Flux, and irkſome Heat of the Bowels, 
we muſt bleed in Proportion to the Illneſs: which 
we mull likewiſe generally do in the Beginning of 
Fevers, and as religiouſly abſtain from Drawing 
away Blood on their Decline; as, from being 
Inflammatory, they are often at this Period dege- 


nerated into the Nervous Kind, when the Chief
